A COMPKOMISK TARIFF 


AFFAIRS CONGRESSIONAL. 


Representative Barter of Ohio has 


introduced a compromise tariff bill It 
provides that after September 1,1894, 
all tariff taxes and duties not others ise 
provided for shall be reduced one-half, 
provided such reductions do not bring 
them below twenty per cent, ad va- 
lorem, it being the intention of this 
bill to allow a tar'tf of not less than 
twenty per cent, ail valorem to remain 
upon all articles i*ow paying a higher 
duty. This is not to be construed as 
in. any way charfging tho existing taxes 
or duties upon articles paying a lower 
rate of duty at this time than twenty 
per cent, ad valorem. ^It further pro- 
vides that all taxes and duties in excess 
of twelve per cent., and not exceeding 
twenty per cent, ad volorem, shall be 
redui ed to the uniform rate of twelve 
per cent. It also imposes a uniform 
duty of one cent per pound on all 
sugars, and a duty of four cents per 
pound upon all coffee and of eight 
cents per pound upon all tea imported 
into the United States. The internal 
revenue tax upon beer or other malt 
liquors is fixed at $2 per barrel of 
thirty-one gallons, aad a tax at the 
same rate per gallon upon all wines 
produced in the United States. The 
bill repeals all laws in conflict with it, 
and it also repeals the Sugar Bounty 
not, to take effect January 1, 1895. 


Harter, in support of the bill, says it 


will provide a surplus every year. 
That it is essentially a compromise 
bill. That it leaves the taxes fully 
nine per cent, higher than tho last 
National .Republican platform asked, 
but they are, nevertheless, lower than 
the average rates of either the Wilson 
or the Senate bill. That the sugar 
interest is given no bounty, for the 
reason that its rjfusal to give reason- 
able information concerning that busi- 
ness is primci facie evidence that it is 
beyond such need. That the increased 
t'ix of one-fifth of a cent a glas& on 
baer will be borne by the brewers and 
ratailers, and will not add to the price 
Of reduce the size of the glass, and tho 
tax upon wine being the same as upon 
beer 
will not 
be burdensome or 


oppressive to any consumer. That the 
tax upon tea and coffee of about one 
mill per cent, may be called a pure 
revenue tax, and that under this bill 
no income tax will be required. 


This bill is modeled somewhat after 


the Morrison Horizontal measure of 
nine or ten years ago. It imposes a 
duty on everything that is now taxed, 
but it reduces the tax. It eliminates 
the Income tax clause, and though it 
may receiva the support of members 
who are opposed to that method of 
taxation, yet it is not probable that it 
will become a law.

The Denver Convention of Republi- 


can Clubs adopted a financial resolu- 
tion which appears in full in a com- 
munication from Senator Stewart. The 
resolution is said to be entirely satis- 
factory to the goldbugs who dominated 
the convention. 
Why it was so is ex- 


plained by Senator Stewart. He &ays 
the Sherman act contained a provision 
similar to that in the resolution. 
This 


provision was construed by the Harri- 
son Administration to compel the pay- 
ment of all silver obligations in gold 
and to refuse to coin sufficient of the 
bullion purchased under the act to re- 
deem the Treasury notes issued in the 
purchase of bullion. The Cleveland 
Administration adheres to the con- 
struction given the clause by the Harri- 
son Administration, proving that on 
the financial question there is no differ- 
ence between the old parties. 


The Denver Convention also declared 


in favor of the "full use and highest 
position of silver," and Senator Stewart 
shows that the meaning of this phrase

coin or token 
money. 


Neither of the old parties in National 
Convention has dared to put in its 
platform such a bold defiance of the 
silver sentiment of the country.

Senator Stewart Calls Attention to Its 


"Silver" Declaration—He Appeals to 
Netatta to Keep Up the Opposition. 
The following, written by Senator 


Stewart a month ago, has reached this 
office, but it has lost nothing by delay:

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29, 1894) 


To the Editor of the Mate Journal — 


I desire to call the attention of the peo- 
ple of Nevada to the declaration of the 
Convention of the Republican League 
held in Denver on the 27th inst. Here 
it is: 


We believe in the use of gold and sil- 
ver as monoy metals, maintained on a 
pei foot parity and mtroconvertibility. 
Wo do not believe that there will bo a 
permanent return of prosperity to our 
country until the lull use and highest 
position of silver shall bo restored, and 
we favor such legislation ns will bring 
about this result. 


What is meant ay maintaining " per- 


fect parity and introconvertibihty" is 
well defined. Tho Sherman Act con- 
tained a similar provision. It declared 
"it being the established policy of the 
United States to maintaiu the two 
metals on a parity." 
This clause was 


construed by the Harrison administra- 
tion to compel the Secretary of the 
Treasury to pay all silver obligations 
in gold, and to letuse to comply with 
Ihis mandatory provision in the same 
act, to coin sutUcient of the bullion 
purchased under the act to provide for 
the redemption of the Treasury notes 
issued in the purchase of bullion. The 
Cleveland Administration adhered to 
this constructior, and finally declared 
that it was impossible to maintain the 
parity without refusing to purchase 
silver as required by the act. This con- 
struction of the law by Harrison and 
Cleveland was defended by,,the gold 
press and tho gold advocates in both 
Houses of Congress. 


The Convention in Denver also de- 


clared in favor of the "full use and 
highest position of silver." The mean- 
ing of that phrase is also well defined. 
The gold advocates on both sides of 
the Atlantic have for several years 
maintained that the fullest possible 
use and the highest possible position 


All the others have used thread-bare 
generalities which are invariably con- 
strued to mean by all administrations 
and by Congress as declarations in 
favor of the single gold standard. Both 
the old parties in 1892 led the people to 
believe by their platforms that they 
were in favor of bi-metallism, but when 
Congress met the platforms were con- 
str/ued by the Executive and the Sen- 
ate aad Houso o£ Representatives to 
mean the single gold standard. Only 
one Republican, as before remarked, 
east of the Dakotas and north of the 
Potomac in the Senate, aad only four 
in the House of Representatives in that 
section of the country, gave by their 
votes any other construction. On the 
contrary, they stood by Mr. Cleveland 
and aided him toconsumate, ratify and 
confirm the criminal act of 1873, de- 
monetizing silver. A Republican or 
Democratic silver man is little more 
than a decoy duck to deceive the un 
wary, and lead them into the camp of 
the enemy. 


I appeal to the good people of Nevada 


to keep up the opposition, for if they 
are absorbed in either gold party, their 
identity will be lost, and they will be- 
come instruments oflrtheir 'own humilia- 
tion and destruction. The revolt of 
1892, 
and the dissatisfaction existing 


throughout the country, have forced 
politicians to pretend to be in favor of 
silver. They know that the American 
people are thoroughly in favor of the 
restoration of silver to the place it 
occupied previous to tbo crime of 1873, 
and they are now making a desperate 
effort to deceive them, and in that way 
make them continue to acquiesce in 
maintaining the gold standard with all 
the misery and ruin that it inflicts. It 
is well that the politicians of the Re- 
publican party have shown their hand 
at this early date. It furnisbes the 
people of the United States an oppor- 
tunity to decide before it is too late 
whether contraction, falling prices, 
hard times and financial slavery shall 
be the fate of the American people.
